LITOVSK, 
FORTRESS 


at Powerful Individual Stronghold in Russia, 
120 Miles East of Warsaw, Surrenders 
When Teutons Enter Central Works After 
Storming Strong Positions on the North- 
western and Western Fronts.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—A German submarine has been destroyed 
near Ostend, Belgium, by a bomb dropped by an aeroplane. Official 
announcement to this effect was made here today. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, N..Y., Aug. 26—The Russian 
fortress of Brest-Litovsk has been captured by Teutonic forces. 
Announcement to this effect was made today by the German Army 


Headquarters. 


German and Austro-Hungarian troops stormed the works on 
the western and northwestern front and succeeded last night in 
entering the center fortress. The Russians, the statement adds, 


then gave up the fortress. 


Brest-Litovek Most Powerful Indi- 
vidual Stronghold in Russia. 

The Russian fortress of Brest-Litovsk 
had been considered one of the strong- 
erst. fortresses in Europe and was the 
southern base of the second Russian line 
of defense to which the armies of Grand 
Duke Nicholas retreated after the fall 
o: Warsaw. The citadel is situated on 
the Bug River and at the junction of 
several railways, 181 rviles south of 
Grodno and 12) miles due east of the 
Polish capital. 

The storming of Brest-Litovsk by the 
Teutonic forces is probably the most 
in:portant military achievement since the 
fall of Warsaw, three weeks ago today. 
The town, which had a population of 
nbout 90,000, was one of the most im- 
portant depots for military supplies near 
the western frontier of Russia proper.

Brest-Litovsk is situated a ‘tie jun- 
tion of the Bug and Mvkhovets Rivers 
and the fortress of the city was built 
at thé point of confluence. It lies upon 
the right bank of the Hug, where: the 
river turns from the north to the north- 
east. Intersecting here are railroads 
from: Odessa, Kiev, Moscow, Warsaw, 
Vilna and Bast Prussia. 
- Brest-Litovsk, according to informa- 
tidn complied by the National Geograph- 
feal Society, contained one of the oid- 


est important fortresses in Northern| 


Kurope. The older fortifications were 
ted about one mile east of Brest- 
tovesk and had a circumference of four 


miles. The field works were k up 
to date and everything possible has been 
done by Russia, it was said, to make 
them unconquerable. Brest-Litovsk was 
generally regarded in Rursia as the most 
powerful individual stronghold in the 
empire. Grand Duke Nicholas had his 
Leadquarters there early in the war. 
The capitulation of Brest-Litovsk 
means, in the opinion of military ob- 
servers, that the Russia:s wil be forced 
to &bandon their secowl1 defense line, 
which extended from  Brest-Litovsk 
northward to the Baltic bays of Riga. 
The fall of the fortress appeared in- 
evitable several days ago, when the 
Austro-German forces succeeded in 
throwing troops from the left to the 
right bank of the River Bug, just 
northwest of Brest-Litovsk, following 
which five separate Teutonic armies be- 
gan a terrific onslaught on the Russian 
Cefenses. On Tuesday the army on the 
southwestern front succeeded in break-

The Russian line of defense, upon 
which the defenders of Brest-Litovsk, 
Warsaw, Ivangorod, Novogeorgievsk and 
Grodno are compelled ‘to retreat, runs 
through the middie of the country 
Known as White Russia.

PASTOR'S MURDER 


Prisoner Says He Was in Fight 
Night That Minister Was 
Killed in Gary, Ind. 


DISSENSION IN CHURCH 


Lynching Threat Said to Haye 
Been Received by Kayser the 
Night He Was’‘Shot. 


GARY, Ind.. Aug. 2—With the ar- 
rest today of George Sclireider, a mem- 
ber of the Gary Saxon Verein, in con- 
nection with the murder of the Rev. 
Edmund Kayser, whcse body was 
found Tuesday night rear his par- 
sonage in Tolleston, a suburb, the po- 
lice announced that they virtually had 
abandoned the theory that the German 
pastor might have been slain because 
of his pro-German utterances. Schnel- 
der’s face Was cut and truised. He is 
said to have told a relative he was 
in a fight Tuesday night. The police 
pronounced his story unsatisfactory. 

“Schneider answers the description of 
the man we-have bee looking for,” 
Chief of Police Heintz said. 

Tells of Overhearing Plot. 

Two women whose names were 
withheld by the police, were brought 
into the case today. One of the wom-. 
en told the police that when visit- 
ing the grave of a child in the Ger- 
man cemetery near the Kaiser home 
Tuesday night, she came upon a 
woman and four men talking to- 
gether. She said she overheard them 
plotting the murder of the pastor. 
At one stage, she said, the five 
flipped a coin, apparently to decide 
who should perform certain tasks in 
connection with the attack on the 
pastor. 

Chief of Police Heintz said the 
woman alleged to have taken part 
in the plot had disappeared from her 
home. Concerning the eavesdropper’s 
story he said hig men had followed 
it up and found the footprints of a 
woman and four men in that part of 
the cemetery where the eavesdrop- 


Schneider has bi 
murdered minister’s congregation at St. 
Jchn’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
Tolleston, but is declared to have been 
his enemy. The Rev. Mr. Kayser, it 1s 
said, had incurred the displeasure of 
members of the Saxon Verein because 
of his opposition to pvilans of that or- 
ganization. 

The Saxon Verein, 
tion in which many 
his. congregation are said to have 
been interested .had raised a con- 
siderable fund. According to a story 
given credence in the vicinity of the 
murder, Kayser demanded the money 
for the church. This; it is said, was 
denied. Kayser was the head of the 
land syndicate in which members of the 
organization had invested to a large ex- 
tent. He is said to have acquired a 
deed of his residence, worth $6000, al- 
though it was built with funds of the 
church. He is said to have brought to 
Tolleston most of the 200 families which 
composed his congregation. 

Threatened With Lynching, 

August Schultz and hie wife, members 
of Kayser’s church, who discovered the 
body, talked with the pastor an hour 
before he was found murdered. He de- 
clared then, they say, that he had juBbt 
received an anonymous telephone call 
‘informing him that he would be 
lynched, but that this sort of warning 
had become so common that it had 
ceased to cause him alarm. 

“T have four enemies,’’ Kayser is said 
to have told his callers, “and they are 
the only ones I am afraid of. And,if 
I have trouble with them it will be be- 
cause of my private affairs. I am not 
afraid of anything happening because 
of my political policies.’’ 

Kayser was shot in the chest as he 
sat in his library by persons on the 
cutside standing In the dark, the po- 
lice believe. When he staggered to the 
doorway to grapple with his assail- 
ants he was shot again. this time the 
bullet .entering the fugular vein and

Drainage Commissioner With 
Indifference in Flood. 


REFUSED TO LEAVE BAR 


Frank Payeur Says It Was “*Too 
Muddy,” and Commission 
Had No Money Anyway.

As an aftermath of the flood through 
which portions of East St. Louis have 
just passed, Mayor Mollman today criti- 
cized the inactivity of commissioners 
of Drainage District No. 1, who were 
in charge of the drainage canal in 
which the dike broke and flooded Lans- 


downe. 

Commissioner Frank Payeur, the 
Mayor said, was too busy playing 
euchre in a saloon last Sunday night 
to come out and visit the flood district 
with him. 

In contrast to the commissioner's ac- 
tivity, the Mayor pointed out that he 
himself had left his sick bed to visit 
the broken dike and see what steps 
should be taken to remedy the flood 
situation. 

Mayor Mollman, after working ~-in 
the rain, directing the rescue by 
boats of residents in flooded sec- 
tions, went in search of the drainage 
commissioners. He drove to Tom 
Reay’s saloon, in Edgemont, where 
he had been told Commissioner Pay- 
eur could be found. 

Sent Messenger to Saloon. 

The Mayor waited in an automobile 
while a messenger went into the 
saloon and told the drainage commis- 
sioner that the Mayor wanted to see 
what could be done about repairing 
the dike. 

Mayor Molliman said Payeur con- 
tinued playing cards and would not 
come out and discuss the flood. Pay- 
eur, when told of the Mayor’s criti- 
cism, said he had told the Mayor's 
messenger that “the commissioners 
did not have any money to do any- 
thing with, and that besides it was 
too muddy to work on the canal.” 


The cahal is outside the jurisdiction 
of city officials, and any action taken 
by the city would have to be gratu- 
itous. 

Payeur, discussing the flood situation, 
said a special tax would be levied next 
month to pay for repairing the drainage 
canal around East St. Louis. The drain- 
age district, he said, now has only 
enough funds to meet the interest on its 
bonds and pay the salaries of the Drain- 
age Commissioners. The Commissioners 
meet onee a week and get $2.50 for each 
meeting. Besides Payeur, they are Rich- 
ard Dunham and Charles Idoux. Aill 
are elected to office. 

Break Was Already There. 

Payeur said the break in the dike of 
the canal near Sixty-fourth and State 
streets, which flooded many residences 
in that vicinity, had been there six 
weeks. It had not been repaired, he sai., 
because the ground around it “‘was too 
muddy.” 

That part of the dike which broke and 
flooded Lansdowne had not been in- 
spected by Payeur since the middle of 
July, according to Payeur’s own admis- 
sion to a Post-Dispatch reporter. At 
that time, he said, it ‘‘was in pretty 
good shape.’’ He understood the other 
Commissioners had visited it since then, 
but was not certain about this. 

The commissioners, Payéur said, have 
been investigating a hole in the dike ad- 
joining the farm of John B. Jerome, 
near.the Dayline tracks. A year ago, 
he said, water went through an opening 
12 feet wide and spread over the farm, 
depositing several inches of soil on the 
land, which was low. After this, he 
said, the break was repaired twice and 
again broken as many times. 

Mayor Mollman announced that no re- 
lief fund would be collected. Persons 
in the flooded district, he said, are 
financially able to pay for the flood 
damage. 

In Washington Park the water has re- 
ceded so that boats no longer can be 
used. There still is a few inches of 
water and mud that prevents the oper- 
With no boats and 
no street cars, residents of that district 
are wading in water and mud in boots.

SERVIA EXPECTED 
TOERANT CHIEF OF

Reply to Formal Note to Be De- 
livered Today — Bulgaria 
Named by Central Powers. 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—The Balkan crisis 
which has been prolonged for weeks, 
was taking a favorable turn from the 
allies’ viewpoint. according. to reports 
reaching the diplamats here chiefly 
concerned in the pending issues.

Should 
Servia yield this, it would adjust the 
main tertitory in dispute with the ex- 
ception of a small strip running along 
the new line of adjustment. Should this 
doubtful zone still remain open to con- 
troversy, it is proposed to adjust the 
situation by the temporary occupation 
of it by troops of the allied Powers, thus 
settling the main territorial question and 
leaving the doubtful zone to be admin- 
istered and later adjusted by the allies.

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Official Report Says Attack at Suvia Bay Did 
Not Make Progress Counted Upon, Warns 
Public of Further Costly Effort. 


LONDON, Aug. %.—Recent operations 
on the Gallipoli Peninsula have enabled 
the British troops to extend materially 
the area in their possession, and to con- 
nect their lines along a front of more 


than 12 miles, aceording to an official 
statement issued here last night. 

The statement indicates, also, that ad 
ditional troops have been landed on the 
peninsula, although no details are giv- 
én on this point, and it is stated simply 
that “further reinforcements ‘have ar- 
rived.”’ It is stated that the losses have 
been very heavy, but that the Turks 
suffered more severely than the British 

The public is warned that in spite ‘f 
the encouraging reports made, the truv 
objective of the operations has not been 
gained, and that “further serious and 
costly efforts will be required before 4 
decisive victory is won.”’ 

Two Lines of Attack. 

The official statement: follows: 

“It now is possible to give a further 
account of the important operations 
which have been in progress since Aug. 
6 on the western extremity of the Galli- 
poli Peninsula. These comprise two sep- 
arate lines of attack: First, from the 
old Anzac position, which was delivered 
principally by Australian and New Zea- 
land troops; second, from the new land- 
ing at Suvia Bay in which the fresh 
army was employed. An attack also Was 
made in conjunction with these from 
Cape Helles toward Krithia. 

“Continuous fighting with heavy losses 
on both sides resulted. Our forces have 
not yet gained the objectives at whicn 
they are aiming in either sphere, al-* 
though they have made a decided ad- 
vance toward them and greatly in- 
oreased the area in our possession. 

“The attack from Anzac, after a se- 
was carried 
to the summit of the Sari Bahr and 
Chanak Bahr ridges, which are the 
dominating positions in this area, but 
owing to the fact that the attack from 
Suvla Bay did not make the progress 
counted upon,.the troops from the An- 
zac zone wére not able to maintain their 
position and, after repeated counter at- 
tacks, were forced to withdraw to po- 
sitions close by. These positions have 
been consolidated effectively. 


British Lines Connected, 

“The attack from Suvia Bay was not 
developed quickly enough and, as re- 
counted on the 19th, was brought to a 
standstill after an advance of about 
two and one-half miles. The ground 
gained by both attacks was sufficient, 
however, to enable their lines to be con- 
nected along a front of 12 miles:

BRITISH LOSE

Turkish Statement Says Allies 
Now Hold Narrow Ridge Near 
Salt Lake.

TURKISH HEADQUARTERS ON 
THE GALLIPOLI PENINSULA, Aug. 
22, via London, Aug. %.—Fresh British 
troops were landed here on Aug. 6 and 
7. The new allied forces have pene- 
trated a few hundred yards beyond the 
shores of the Salt Lake, which now is 
dry. * 

That part of the British force which 
gained the crest of Kodjatcheman 
Mountain has been thrown back in the 
recent fighting to the base of that ele- 
vation, holding today a narrow ridge 
not far southeast of the shore of the 
Salt Lake, with the Turkish trenches 
only # yards away. 

In the afternoon of Aug. 21 the Brit- 
ish made a violent attempt to »im-

Work; Woman With Cooking, 
Sewing and .Teaching and 
Each Must Be Foster Parent 
to Boys.

HREE new city jobs are created by 
1 the erection of the three new cot- 

tages for dilinquent boys at the 
Bellefontaine farms, where recently the 
“cottage system’’ and farm and manual 
training have been Installed to replace 
or supplement the old Industrial School. 
Each cottage requires a resident ‘‘cot- 
tage head’ and “cottage matron’’ who 
will be paid $70 and $35 a month respec- 
tively. A man and wife are desired for 
each place and yesterday 49 couples 
filed applications with the Efficiency 
Board, seeking these positions. 
- The examination of each pair of ‘ap- 
plicants was an. especially interesting 
demonstration of the workings of the 
much-discussed and sometimes’ misun- 
derstood Efficiency Board. It was, in- 
deed 
idea of public service struggling to incul- 
cate itself with a new order of things 
under the new city charter. Before the 
examinations have been concluded sever- 
al of the 98 will have had clearly defined 
for them at least one thing, namely, the 
difference between a eity job and a 
vocation or life work. : 


Examinations Are Thorough. 


ETWEEN 9 a. m. and & p. m. only 
RB 16. couples completed the exami- 
. nation, so fairly was each allowed 
to state their case and so thoroughly 
were qualifications gone into. 

It would seem at’ first that the ap- 
plication blanks and printed informa- 
tion covered every essential point. Ap- 
plicants were required to qualify as to 
honesty, sobriety, industry, neatness and 
compatability.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Action by 
the Haitian Parliament on the treaty 
submitted by the United States propos- 
ing the establishment for 10 years of an 
American financial protectorate over the 
island republic was awaited today by 
administration officials. The American 
charge at Port au Prince had set noon 
yesterday as the time for approval of 
the treaty, but the Haitians proteste 
against limiting debate in Parliament 
and the time was extended until tonight. 

Haitian Minister Menos, following 4 
conference with Secretary Lansing, de- 
clared that his Government was eage: 
to bring about a speedy understanding 
with the United States relative to the 
Washington Government's efforts to re- 
store peac®é on the island. He explained 
that riots and uprisings were in many 
cases due to ignorance of American in- 
tentions and a misunderstanding of the 
presence of United States troops in 
Haiti. 

Secretary Lafising made a statement 
yesterday explaining the purpose of the 
United States in proposing and pressing 
the treaty with Haiti at this time. He 
said the Washington Government was 
acting from wholly disinterested motives 
to save the little republic fgom ruin 
through never-ending activities of so- 
called revolutionists for whom the coun- 
try’s revenues offered spoils. The Sec- 
retary declared. there was no foundatién 
for reports that the proposed convention 
would give the United States Mole St: 
Nicholas as a naval base. While Lan- 
sing would not discuss the treaty, it ia 
known that it provides for American 
agents in charge of the 10 custom houses, 
three of which, those at Port-au-Prince, 
Cape Haytien and St. Marc, already 
have been takén over by Rear Admiral 
Caperton. 

The Haytian Minister presented a com- 
munication from his Government re- 
questing an explanation of certain 
points in the, American proposal. 

“T hope. and desire,’ "* said the Minister, 
“that a real entente will be created 
between the two peoples, but such-an 
entente is only possible when both sides 
tnake concessions.” 

Capt. Edward L. Beach, chief of staff 
of Rear Admiral Caperton, commanding 
the naval forces how occupying Port-du- 
Prince and other important Haytian 
towns, was in Washington and conferred 
with Secretary Lansing and Navy De- 
Capt. Beach com- 
manded the landing force at Port-au- 
Prince. He was called home by the it~. 
ness of his wife, and he departed for 
Boston last night to see. her. 

Amefican marine patrols {n Port au 
Prince were fired on twice last night, 
but there were no casualties, and Rear 
Admiral Caperton today reported condi- 
tions unchanged. The gunboat Nash- 
ville has gone to Port de Paix with one 
company of marines and four machine 
guns. Parties of Haitian soldiers, who 
have refused to disarm, have appeared 
at that portion several times recently 
and more were expected. The report 
did not say whether the customs house 
had been taken over.

726, leaving $22,093.22 due from the three 
men. 

The expert accountants say that when 
they found many bonds, coupons and 
notes missing, they were referred to a 
lawyer for the company, who produced 
some, but not all of them. 

Mingling of Funds. 

"Goitig into ‘the details of the alleged 
mingling of the funds of the hotel com- 
pany with the funds of Grafeman, the 
report says that between May 5, 1910, 
and March 31, 1915, 28 checks of the ho- 
tel company were issued, for an aggre- 
gate of $77,500, which were not deposite1 
in the trustee fund. Twenty-three of 
these checks were found to have been 
indorsed by Grafeman and the Grafeman 
Dairy Co., indicating, the report says, 
that the checks were depositéd to the 
cfedit of the personal account’ of Grafe- 
man or the dairy company. 

On the other hand, deposits aggregat- 
ing $72,898 were made in the trustee 
fund bank account, the source of which 
is not recorded in the books of the hotel 
company. 

There were withdrawals trom the trus- 
tee fund bank account aggregating §21.- 
892, the purpose of which is not record- 
er in the hotel company’s books. Dis- 
bursements aggregating $23,742.21 were 
credited to the rent account, for which 
checks were not seen.

“This control is being extended large- 


ly through the creation of enormous 
privately managed funds for indéfinite 
purposes, hereinafter designation ‘foun- 
dations,’ by the endowment of colleges 
and universities, bythe creation of 
funds for the pensioning of teachers, 
by contributions to private charities, as 


ing the public press. 

“Two groups of the ‘foundations,’ 
namely, the Rockefeller and Carnegie 
Foundations, together have funds 
amounting to at least $260,000,000, yield- 
ing an annual revenue of at least $13,- 
600,000, which is at least twice as great 
as the appropriations of the Federal 
Government for similar purposes, name- 
ly, education and social service. 

“The funds of these foundations are 
exempt from taxation, yet during the 
lives of the founders are subject to their 
dictation for any purpose other than 
commercial profit. In the case of the 
Rockefeller group of. foundations, the 
absolute control of the funds and of the 
activities of the institutions now and in 
perpetuity rests with Mr. Rockefeller, 
his son, and whomsoever they may ap- 
point as their successors. 


“The purpose of Mr. Rockefeller to 
influence the public press is clearly 
shown by the employment of an experi- 
enced publicity expert as a member of 
his personal staff, and is indicated by 
his evident interest in the ownership 
or control of a number of publications, 
of which we have records dating from 
the inquiry of his secretary regarding 
the Pueblo Star Journal in May, 1913, to 
the extensive conferences regarding 12 
loan of $125,000 to finance the Nation’s 
Business, the organ of the National 
Chamber of Commerce, which was es- 
tablished and given a semi-official 
status through the instrumentalities of 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
with the sanction of a former Presi- 
dent of the United States.” 


; Extent of Influence, 
‘The extent of the possible influence 


of these foundations and private endow- 
ments of institutions for education and 
public service is shown by a large 
amount of evidence in the possession of 
the commission. The following exam- 
ples may be cited: 

“(a) The adoption of a definite line of 
policy by the Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search of New York to meet the cond!- 
tions imposed by Mr. Rockefeller in 
connection with proposed contributions. 

“(b) The abandonment by several col- 
Heges and universities of sectarian af- 
fillations and charter clauses relating to 
religion in order to secure endowments 
from the Carnegie Corporation and pen- 
sions for professors from the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching. It would seem conclusive 
that if an institution will willingly 
abandon fts religious affiliations 
through the influence of these founda- 
tions, it will even more easiJy conform 
to their will any other part of its or- 
ganization or teaching.

Both were 
witnesses before the commission, and 
made statements based upon their own 
expert knowledge and experience. One 
was a professor of law in a state uni- 
versity, Who had acted as counsel for 
the strikers in Colorado; the other a 
professor of economics, who had not 
only been active in fights in behalf of 
child labor legislation and other pro- 
gressive measures, but had recently pub- 
lished a work comparing the income 
paid for property ownership with the in- 
come paid for all classes of service. 
Coal Operators in Control. 

“In the case of the state university, we 
know that the coal operators in con- 
junction with other business interests 
had gained the ascendancy and exer- 
cised a great degree of control over the 
former Governor of the State, that the 
coal operators were bitterly opposed to 
the professor in question, and that the 
dismissal of the professor had been pub- 
licly urged by the operators upon nu- 
merous occasions, and we.have the un- 
controversed statement of the professor 
that he had been warned. that if he tes- 
tified before the commission he would, 
not be’reappointed. In the case of the 
professor in the other university (which, 
though privately endowed, receives large 
appropriations from the state) we know 
that its trustees are interested in cor- 
porations which have bitterly opposed 
progressive legislation, and are men 


| thermore, 


erty ownership and not from service.” 
Discussing the legal status of trade 


disputes, the report says: 

‘The general effect of the decisions 
of American courts has been to restrict 
the activities of labor organizations and 
deprive them of their most effective 
weapons, namely, the boycott and the 
power of picketing, while on the other 
hand the weapons of employers, name- 
ly, the power of arbitrary discharge, of 
biacklisting, and of bringing in strike 
breakers, have been maintained and leg- 
islative attempts to restrict the employ- 
ers’ powers have generally been declared 
unconstitutional by the courts. Fur- 
an additional weapon has 
been placed in the hands of the em- 
ployers by many courts in the form of 
sweeping injunctions, which render pun- 
ishable acts which would otherwise be 
legal, and also result in effect in de- 
priving the workers of the right to jury 
trial. 

“Important steps have been taken to 
deal with this situation by the enact- 
ment of+the Clayton act, applying to 
the Federal jurisdiction. and by. the 
passage Of laws in Massachusetts an‘ 
New York which define the ri of 
parties engaged in industrial disputes.” 

British Law a Model. 

“There are, apparently, only twa@ lines 
of action possible: First, to restrict the 
rights and powers of the employers to 
correspond in substance to the powers 
and rights now allowed to trade unions, 
and second, to remove all restrictions 
which now prevent the freedom of ac- 
tion. of both parties to industrial dis- 
putes, retaining only the ordinary civil 
and criminal restraints for the preser- 
vation of life, property and the public 
peace. The first method has been tried 
repeatedly and has failed absoluteiy. 
The only method, therefore, seems to 
be the removal of all restrictions upon 
both, parties, thus legalizing the strike, 
the lockout, the boycott, the blacklist, 
the bringing in of strikebreakers, an‘ 
peaceful picketing. This has been most 
successfully accomplished by the Brit- 
ish trades disputes act, which is the 
result of # years of legal evolution, and 
in its present form seems to work as

“The commission devoted a great deal 
of attention to the question of a state 
constabulary as a method of ‘policing 
industry,’’ the report continues. ‘“‘Ex- 
tensive investigations of the organiza- 
tion, personnel, and activities of the 
| Pennsylvania State Constabulary were 
made. It is an extremely efficient force 
for crushing strikes, but it is not sue- 
cessful in preventing violence in con- 
nection with strikes, in maintaining the 
legal and civil rights of the parties to 
the dispute, nor in protecting the pub- 
lic. On the contrary, violence seems to 
increase rather than diminish when the 
constabulary is brought into an indus- 
trial dispute. 


“There are certain features of the 
State police system, however, which 
seem to be preferable to the present 
haphazard methods of policing strikes. 
It is desirable, first, that all kinds of 
police should receive their entire com- 
pensation from the State. Second, an 
organized force, whose records are 
known, is preferable both to the pri- 
vate police of corporations and to the 
deputies. ordinarily sworn in by Sher- 
iffs. Third, it is desirable that the 
force should be strictly. disciplined and 
subject definite orders. Fourth, it is 
desirable that those in command of anv 
police force should have a reasonably 
secure tenure of office and should have 
had previous experience ‘under similar 
circumstances. 

Free Speech Should Be Allowed. 

“One of the greatest sources of social 
unrest and bitternes has been the atti- 
tude of the police toward public speak- 
ing. 

“Not only should every barrier to the 
freedom of speech be removed, as long 
as it is kept within the bounds of de- 
cency and as long as the penalties for 
libel can be. invoked, but every reason 
able opportunity should be afforded for 
the expression of ideas and the public 
criticism of social institutions.’’ 

To remove the causes which lead to 
violence and to promote the impartial 
and effective action of police during 
disputes, “these recommendations are 
made, among others: 

“The enactment by Congress of a stat- 
ute prohibiting, under severe penalties, 
the transportdtion of men from state to 
state, either under arms or for the pur- 
pose of arming them as guards or as 
agents either of eth ge or of em- 
ployes, 

‘The enactment - Congress of a stat- 
ute prohibiting the shipment in inter- 
state commerce of cannon, gatiing guns 
and other guns of similar character, 
which are not capable of personal use, 
when consigned te anyone except milli- 
tary agencies of the state or Federal 
Gevernment, 

‘The regulation er prehibitien ef pri- 
vate detective agencies and private em- 
ployment agencies as hereinbefore sug- 
gested, wd 

‘The atrict enfercement in all public 
and private empleyment effices of the 
rules requiring full netice of the exist- 
enoe of a strike, 

“The cemplete assumption by the 
states and municipalities ef the respon- 
sibility fer pelicing, and the prohibitien 
ef the maintenance ef any private police 
(exeept a limited number ef watchmen 
without pelice pewer exeept en prem- 
iaes).

“One Belgian record, a conversation 
with the British military attache, was 
published by Germany last autumn to 
pfove that Bergium had trafficked her 
neutrality with us, and was, in effect, 
in a plot with us against Germany. The 
conversation, of which the most use has 
been made, never was reported to the 
Foreign Office nor, as far as the records 
show, to the War Office at the time, and 
wé saw a record of it the first time 
when Germany published the Belgian 
record.

“On the @th of July, 1914, the German 
Chancellor tried to bribe us by a prom- 
ise of future Belgian independence to 
become a party to the violation of Bel- 
gian neutrality by Germany.

WIFE WROTE LOVE 
NOTES TO SELLECK

Identifies ‘‘Girlie”’ and ‘‘Darling” 
Letters Sent to Lawyer by 
Former Client. 


A dramatic gituation developed in

Wiley apparently had absolute 
confidence in his wife, and recently had 
written letters to Mrs. Selleek declaring 
that he believed her to be absolutely in- 
nocent of any indiscreet relations with 
her attorney. 

When a letter, beginning “My Own 
Darling,” was handed to Wiley for iden- 
tification he asked the Court for per- 
mission to read it. The Court denied 
permission, but he clutched it and at- 
tempted to read passages from it as he 
passed it up to the officia: stenographer. 
The letter overflowed with endearing 
terms. 


Desk Was Forced Open. 

Mrs. Selleck had procured these letters 
by forcing open Selleck’s desk and gave 
them to John W. Calhoun; her attorney 
who introduced them in evidence t» 
prove that Selleck was not a proper 
person to have the custody of a young 
daughter. 

The casé was brought into court upou 
Mrs. Selleck’s motion to vacate an order 
of Court of Aug. 3, 190, by which Se!- 
leck was permitted to see the child from 
9 a. m. to 5 p. m., Sundays, and from f{ 
5 p. m, to 8 p. m., Thursdays. Selleck 
filed a counter motien,, asking for the 
custody ofthe child, which Judge An- 
cerson overruled, and then Mrs. Selleck 
filed another motion asking for absolute 
custody.

A PROMISE OF PEACE. 


The spirit of ‘the German Government, in- 


dicated by the statement of Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg which &trengthens the good 


impression of Ambassador von Bernstorff’s mes- 


sage, is gratifying to all Americans. It is the 


most encouraging sign of a peaceful solution of 
the German-American controversy that has come 
from Berlin. 


Asking for delay until the German Government 


can obtain complete information concerning the 


sinking of the Arabic, the Chancellor adds this 


significent remark: 


Only after all these circumstances have 
been cleared up will it be possible to say 
whether the commander of one of our 
submarines went béyond his instructions, 
in which case the Imperial Government ~ 
would not hesitate to give such complete 
satisfaction to the United States as would 
conform to the friendly relations exist- 
ing between both Governments. 

What are the instructions which the German 


commander of the’ submarine might have gone 


be 


yond? 


The context of the statement and the nature of 


the existing crisis between Germany and the 


United States leads to the inference that they 
conform to the American protest against the sink-

Declares Chiefs in Berlin 
Brought on Conflict.

An anonymous book, written in the 
German language, with the statement 
that its author was ‘a German patriot,” 


Was published last May in Lausanne, 
@witzerland. It bore the French title, 
“J’Accuse”’ (1 Accuse), and was an ar- 
raignment of the rulers of Germany, 
» On whom the author placed the entire 
blame for the war. 

An English translation of this book 
has been published by the George H. 
Doran Co. of New York. The preface 
names Dr. Anton Suter of Lausanne as 
having assumed responsibility for the 
publichtion of the book there, and re 
peats Dr. Suter’s. statement that the 
author is “a German patriot.’’ It is 
. added that the censorship, meaning ap- 
parently the Swiss censorship, has been 
applied to the work, and blank spaces 
which appear throughout the book, 
from a line to a half page in length, 
are thus explained. 

The book, aside from appendices, has 
423 pages. As a discussion of the causes 
of the war, it follows the line of ar- 
gument already madé familiar by able 
writers, notably James M. Beck, Ameri- 
can, and Sir Gilbert Parker, English. 
In its economic passages, it follows 
Norman Angell. It would not be a 
striking work, except for the assertion 
that it was written by a German. 

Origin of “J’Accuse.” 
The phrase ‘‘J’Accuse,” it will be re- 
membered, was used by Emile Zola in 
his indictment of French military of- 
ficials in the Dreyfus case. Readers of 
“Mr. Dooley” will recall that philoso- 
pher’s account of the Dreyfus case, in 
which he used the word “Jackuse” s0 
often that Mr. Hennessy was moved 
to inquire what it means. “I dunno,” 
replied Mr. Dooley, ‘‘but it’s a hell av 
a mane thing to say to anny man.” 
Pro-German readers will probably take 
this view of the present work. 
The writer of this anonymous book 
uses the pronoun ‘‘we’’ in speaking of 
the Gérman nation. “That we have 
forfeited the sympathies of the world,’’ 
he writes; “is not due to malevolence. 
envy or lies; our own actions must bear 
the responsibility.” 
. In writing of “Historical Antecedents 
of the Crime,” the accusing author 
cites the Giolitti revelations, made last 
December, that Austria planned an at- 
tack on Servia in 1913, and was checked 
after Italy had protested to Germany. 
“Germany at that time (1913) did not 
desire a European war,” he writes, 
“whereas in 1914 she did desire this 
war.” . | 
- peaking of Germany’s failure to pub- 
' lish its,correspondence with Austria, the 
writer says: ‘“‘Herr von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, who every day of his life publishes 
all possible kinds of unofficial docu- 
ments—extracts* fro the archives of 
#russels, Gheresptel letters, and so on 
—wowld certainly have published long 
ere now his correspondence with Vienna 
if it had contained any confirmation of 
the truth of his ever-repeated but ever 
unproved assertions that he earnestly 
pressed for moderation in Vienna, and 
carried this Jabor to the ‘utmost point.’ ”’ 
Whe Provoked the Wart 

_ In the first stage of his argument, the 
authot reaches the. conclusion that 
“Austria is guilty, either alone or in 
common with others, of having provoked 
the war.” He then sefs out to find who 
“the others” are. 

As an indictment of Von Bethmann 


dor in Berlin (White Paper No. 101), in 
“which Grey promised, if the crisis could

Wet Weather in the Southwest Causes Buying 
in Face of Sharply Lower Cables 


—Corn Is Higher. 
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in the early ‘trading today, owing to 
low temperatures in the Northwest and 
predictions of rain over the winter 
wheat belt. Corn’ was strong on wet 
weather damage reports. Oats were 
firm, in sympathy. The late market 
was irregular, but fairly steady, despite 
denials of frost damage in the North- 
west. Prices closed fractionally over 
yesterday's close. Corn and oats fin- 
ished firm at fractional advances. 

The official Liverpool cable said: ““The 
market is dull, with a steady undertone, 
as influenced by Winnipeg. Spot mar- 
ket was irregular, but generally Steady, 
unchanged, with the exception of 80 t 
winter, which is 4d lower. Cargo mar- 
ket irregular, winters 3d lower, Mani- 
tobas 3d higher, Platas wnchanged and 
Indians 34 higher, with nothing offered. 
Corn was quiet and neglécted. A poor 
spot demand offset private estimates of 
light Argentine shipments this week. 
Argentine weather continues clear and 
cool.’
